“evil tendencies and strengthen their 
better instincts.”’ Hence the Juvenile 
Court—not_ the Police Court—the De- 
tention Homé—not the gaol, the Indus- 
* trial School— not the prison’ or peni- 
 tentiary are required in terms of thfs 
beneficent measure. Children. are 
not born delinquents as many suppose 
or assume. They become such. And 
- society has much responsibility’ for 
~ this as is shown from a consideration 
of some of the causes of delinquency. 
One of the most fruitful of’ these 
causes is mental defectiveness, Sop 
elety could, and. sliould, prevent the 
greater part of mental defectives and: 
thus preventing the bringing of the 
mentally defective child into the 
world. | Two-thirds ‘of mental defec- 
'¢ liveness is hereditary, according. to 
. Dr. H, H. Goddard, . But in dealing 
» with an unfortunate child born With a 
» mental lack and a consequent moral 
Weakness it is socially foolish and 
‘wrong to treat the child'as a criminal. 
At is entitled to paternal sympathetic 
treatment. It needs care and train- 
ing for body, mind and spirit such as 
it will receive in an industrial class’ 
{in school or in’a school given over 
to the care of the feebleminded. So- 
¢city-is by its neglect responsible for 
the birth of two-thirds of .these little 
ones! 

Neglect © and dependency 
children is another fruitful 
cause of delinquency. Families nuni- 
bering many thous&nds are left penni- 
less and dependent through the death 
or permanent disability of the fathers. 
The mothers are compelied to: go out’ 
and earn the necessaries of life for 
themselves and their families. The chil- 
dren; unmothered in the daytime, get 
into bad company and bad habits, vio- 
late some bylaw or statute and thus 
become delinquents. Others would 
be better off if they had no parents, 
sad to say, and ‘the more readily be- 
come’ delinquents. Society should 
‘provide for ‘such. dependent and neg- 
lected ‘children by such means as 
’ Mothers” Allowance which is now due 
in the four Western Provinces and in 
Ontario. 

Many cases of delinquency are due 
to the spirit of curiosity,, enterprise 
and adventure which is’ found in every 
healthy child, apd if society does not 
provide for the satigfaction. of: this 
spirit in adequate facilities for organ- 
ized and supervised’ play the-children 
will. form “gangs” and proceed. with- 
out supervisory direction to find sat- 
-Isfaction “on their own,” and will-get 
into “trouble” with the farmer, groc-, 
‘er, etc., whose fruit or other property 
is stolen in a spirit of mischief and 
adventure. © Here again society must 
take the principal share of responsibil- 
ity for such. delinquency.

Titles Of the.-Prince 


Will Pay An’ Unofficial Visit to Canada 
This Fall As‘the Duke of 
Cornwall 


The Prince. of Wales is. to pay an 
unofficial, visit to Canada as the Duke 
of Cornwall. Queen Victoria used to 
_travel as the Duchess of Lancaster, 
and King. George visited thé north of 
England as the Duke. of Lancaster. 
As a duke is only entitled to be. call- 
ed “Your Grace,” or addressed as: “My 
Lord Duke,” it4é to be presumed that 
“Your Royal Highness” {is not men- 
tioned during these tours of. royalty 

The Duchy of Cornwall is unique 
among dukedoms, in that all other 
dukes inherit their title through the 
death of its holder; while the Duke of 
Cornwall inberits upon his father be- 
coming King. © Another Edward than 
the present one—namely, Edward the 
Black Prince—was the first. to bear 
the title, which was, instituted in 1337 
for ‘the oldest born sons of the Kings 
If the holder of this 
title dies before }:econiing a King, his 
son does not succeed-to the dukedom 
—for he is not the eldest son ‘of a 
King. On that dccount the title has 
suffered several temperary disappear- 
ances. Ns ; 

To Canadians, these intricacies of 
the peerage are a continual puzzle. It 
is a fact, for instance, that King 
George, before succeeding to the 
throne, was Prince of Wales and Duke 
The present 
Prince of Wales, on the other hand, 
is Duke of Cornwall, but not of York. 
If his father had died before King Ed- 
ward, ‘however, the present Prinde 
would have been Duke of York, ‘but 
not of Cornwall. _ The reader can fig- 
ure it out if‘he has time and patience. 
He will have to bear in mind that 
when King George ascended _ the 
throne, the dukedom of York became 
merged in the crown. The present 
dukedom of York is a new creation. § 

The. dukedom of Cornwall, which 
automatically came to Edward as soon 
as his father ascended the throne, is. 
source of large revenues, as well as 
considerable honor. “As Duke of 
Cornwall, the Prince of Wales ap- 
points the sheriffs of Cornwall? No 
bill directly affecting Cornwall can be 
introduced:in either House without 
| his consent, and he has various other 
duties and privileges. .

Chain of Stations Around the World 
‘te Keep Orb Under Continual 
Observation a 
With reference to the recent. an- 
mouneement Ahat.the Australian, Goy- 
ernment has decided to establish a 
solar observatory in that country, Dr. 
William J..S. Lockyer, Director of the 
Norman Lockyer. Observatory, at Sid- 
mouth, South,Devon, England, writes: 
Everyone knows that it is due to 
the dominating heat and light.of the 
sun that life on this earth 4s possible, 
and many of us are also acquainted 
with the facts that the weather and 
also the number of magnetic: storms, 


aurorae, and earthquakes vary from | 


one year ‘to another, ~ 5 

“Phe past study of the sun has shown 
us that he is in a continual state of 
turmoil. On his surface spots and 
other markings are seen to wax and 
wane, being more’ numerous in sone 
years than in others. - 

On’ his “limb,” or edge,” storms or 
prominences, violent outbursts of up- 
rushing gases, behave very similarly. 
Observations during total eclipses 
have. demonstrated that the -upper 
@eaches of the solar atmosphere, as 
exhibited by the “eorona,” underg 
great variations in ship and extent. 

These and other facts shows that 


the sun undergdes ranges in light and |’ 


heat from one year to another, and it 
Nias been: ascertained that all these 
phenomena complete their ‘cycle in 
about eleyen years. There are indt- 
cations of shorter and longer cycles of 
disturbance, but these up to the pres- 
ent are not so well determined: - 

The continuous and detailed study’ 
of solar changes is therefore of su- 
preme importance if we are to—and 
we must—increase our knowledge 
about the sun. 

If the ‘study. of the sun was limit- 
ed to the work-of one observatory the 
recoxds would be very ‘sparse, — be- 
cause no observations can be made at 
right time or on cloudy days. . /;) 
An -effcrt was therefore made. to 
place solar observatories first in local- 
ites where the raw material, sunshine, 
was profuse, such as India, and, sec; 
ondly, to distribute the observatories 
in longitude—i.e., east and -west—so’ 
that when one observatory is experi- 
encing night the other is in daylight.
